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INTRODUCTION 



The Index of Retail Prices is compiled by the Department 
of Employment every month. It covers a large and 
representative selection of more than 600 separate goods 
and services for which prices movements are regularly 
measured in more than 200 towns throughout the 
country. Approximately 130,000 separate price 
quotations are used each month in compiling the Index. 

Since 1956 the Index has been kept up-to-date by taking 
into account changes in the spending habits of the average 
household as revealed by the Family Expenditure Survey. 

The Index is calculated in respect of prices on one 
selected day in each month. This day is always a Tuesday, 
normally that lying between the 12th and 18th of the 
month. When this Tuesday falls on the day following a 
public holiday the previous or following Tuesday is 
substituted. The choice is made in such a way as to 
preserve an interval of not less than four and not more 
than five weeks between each index date. The index is 
normally available (Tel: Watford 28500 extension 456) 
on the Friday four and a half weeks later and is published 
in full in Employment Gazette.

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HOW TO USE THE RETAIL PRICES INDEX (RPI) 



The most frequent use of the RPI is to calculate the percentage change between any two months. 
The twelve-monthly change in the “all items” index is often referred to as the ‘ 'rate of inflation’ ’ . 
The “all items” index is also used to calculate the purchasing power of the pound. An “annual 
average” can be obtained by dividing the total of one year’s indices by 12. 

Examples (SPECIAL NOTE: ALL INDICES MUST HAVE THE SAME BASE DATE) 

1 . What was the percentage change in the RPI between August 1978 and October 1981?
